There are but nine days more In which 
this description of stamps will be received 
for redemption. All that remain in private 
bands after that date will prove a dead loss to 
theholders. There is not the slightest proba- 
bility that the Postoffice Department willever 
again engage im the redemption of soiled 
étampe ; and as they are not received in pay- 
ment of postage, after the expiration of the 
above named time (25d of January), they will 
be wholly worthless. It will be well,.there- 
fore, both for people in the city and the coun- 
try, to lose no time in depositing whatever 
amount of soiled stamps they may have on 
Read.
